Now the revelation 
of the late President Johnson's suspicions add one more 
corroborative item to charges that the CLA was in effect a 
secret super-government, going its own way ruthlessly. 

In the recently-opened 40,001 pages from FBI files on the 
Kennedy assassination, it is revealed how President Johnson 
told an aide, Marvin Watson, in 1967, that “he was now 
convinced there was a plot in connection with-the assassina- 
tion and that the CIA had something to do with this plot.” 
The other new sensation has to do with a half-million-dollar 
“payoff,” just before JFK’s inauguration, to hush up a 
scandal. 

It is outlined in private files just made public of former FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover, whose attitude fs difficult to 
determine: it might have been either a spirit of helpfulness to 
JFK and his brother, Bobby, or a. little genteel blackmail to- 
show them he knew all about the matter..
